How  to  Judge  with  Reason  and  Fairness  the  Influx 
of  New  Introductions 


(,r7&  HERE  ARE  NOW  so  many  wonderful  and  enjoyable  Iris  that  it  would  fill  pages  to  simply  enumerate  and  discuss 
I a few  of  each  distinctive  color  class.  How  to  find  one’s  way  in  this  Maze  is  of  interesting  concern  to  each  Iris  lover. 

As  an  Iris  enthusiast,  I follow  all  notes  and  discussions  of  merits  of  different  varieties,  but  there  are  nearly 
always  conspicuous  omissions — of  some  varieties  that  are  highly  praised  in  other  quarters.  In  no  other  flower  is  there 
such  a diversified  and  striking  range  of  color.  As  a result,  many  opinions  are  tinged  with  personal  preferences  or  dislikes, 
both  as  to  color  form,  and  other  characters. 


Again  there  has  been  such  rapid  improvement  in  new  introductions  that  it  is  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of  the  new 
offerings  to  know  if  they  are  distinct  additions  or  improvements  on  existing  varieties  (both  desirable)  as  a result  many 
“Best  Iris  Lists”  are  limited  by  the  scope  of  the  writer’s  familiarity  with  the  whole  present  field.  In  seeking  a common 
ground  of  treatment  that  is  fair,  simple  and  clear  to  the  novice,  I present  the  following  plan  of  fundamentals  for  knowing 
the  Iris  family  in  the  tall  bearded  section. 


We  learn  to  know  the  unfamiliar  best  in  terms  of  the  familiar.  This  method  is  far  more  satisfying  than  to  try  to 
visualize  a new  variety  from  the  uncertain  terms  of  description — but  when  we  can  say  that  Mary  Gibson  (Perry)  or  Steepway 
(Scott)  is  of  the  type  of  Quaker  Lady  which  we  all  know,  we  are  much  clearer  in  our  ideas  on  these  two  newer  varieties. 

To  truly  evaluate  a variety  it  should  be  compared  to  all  similar  varieties  for  points  of  superiority  or  lack  of  merit. 
This  leads  us  directly  to  the  need  of  a good  classification  of  Iris. 

The  American  Iris  Society  has  in  Bulletin  No.  13  given  us  an  excellent  start  in  a thorough  classification,— while 
somewhat  technical  for  the  beginner,  a simplified  form  as  here  follows  will  throw  light  on  a tangled  situation. 

This  method  of  description  and  classification  has  so  many  interesting  possibilities  that  I have  been  tempted  to  de- 
velope  it  further,  and  in  future  years  will  put  out  a catalog  built  on  this  principle.  For  this  year  it  must  suffice  to  publish 
the  plan  and  await  possible  improvements  before  putting  it  in  permanent  form. 

Another  idea  is  the  outgrowth  of  this  work,  and  that  is:  The  rating  of  a variety  is  more  perfectly  done  when  rated 
as  a member  of  a group  of  similar  ones,  rather  than  considered  as  an  individual  out  of  the  whole  field. — It  would  reveal 
any  favorable  or  unfavorable  bias  on  the  part  of  the  person  rating,  by  noting  the  treatment  accorded  each  color  group. 


The  Key  Chart 

The  first  step  in  this  work  is  to  simplify  the  present  classification  in  such  a manner  that  even  a novice  knowing  only 
a few  varieties  will  readily  understand  and  use  it.  This  can  be  done  by  arranging  all  Iris  in  a few  principal  and  obvious 
groups  corresponding  to  the  color  effect  produced  in  the  garden  on  the  untrained  eye. 

The  outline  on  adjoining  page  illustrates  the  essential  points  of  this  simplified  classification.  It  is  a working  model 
to  illustrate  the  method  of  treatment.  It  must  be  noted  that  this  classification  chart  is  very  elastic.  It  can  be  expanded 
to  take  care  of  any  amount  of  additional  detail.  Although  it  would  not  be  wise  to  load  up  this  Primary  Chart  with  a 
mass  of  detail  as  this  would  produce  another  case  of  not  being  able  to  see  the  forest  because  of  the  trees.  However,  by  the 
use  of  sub-groups  within  the  larger  classes,  and  by  the  use  of  key  symbols  representing  certain  characters,  it  can  be  in- 
dicated whether  a given  variety  is  a dwarf,  intermediate,  tall,  whether  branching,  velvety,  or  whether  of  Pallida  or  Cengialty 
type,  etc.,  etc. 


Rating  and  Merit 

Once  this  framework  is  set  up  and  all  existing  varieties  embodied  in  their  proper  place,  we  can  consider  the  matter 
of  Relative  Value  of  each  variety  as  compared  to  others  of  the  same  group.  The  Symposium  ratings  of  the  Iris  Society 
can  be  printed  with  each  variety,  but  there  is  an  even  clearer  method  available.  That  is  to  indicate  this  relative  value 
within  each  group  by  adopting  three  merit  classes,  each  with  distinctive  type;  for  instance: 

Group  A — “THE  FINEST” — with  bold  capital  type; 

Group  B — “THE  STANDARD” — with  unshaded  capital  type; 

Group  C — “The  Poor  Relations” — with  ordinary  lower  case  type. 


New  Introductions 

With  this  existing  structure,  each  variety  in  its  proper  place  of  similar  varieties,  rated  as  compared  to  its  competitors, 
it  would  become  simpler  to  evaluate  new  introductions.  They  would  be  at  once  comparable  to  older  members  of  the  group 
to  which  they  belong.  Distinctions  and  points  of  improvement  would  be  promptly  noted,  and  if  it  has  neither  of  these 
qualifications  to  offer,  the  fact  would  be  published. 

The  very  existance  of  this  classified  list  would  make  judging  seedlings  easier,  as  it  would  bring  to  the  mind  of  any  com- 
petent judge  the  name  of  varieties  that  must  be  taken  into  account  even  though  they  be  not  present  at  a particular  show 
r oom.  Prospective  introducers  could  also  consult  this  list  with  profit  to  know  what  there  already  exists  in  the  group  to  which 
they  would  add  by  launching  a new  variety.  Of  course  where  possible  new  introductions  should  be  grown  for  judgment 
and  comparison  in  the  American  Iris  Society’s  official  Test  Garden. 

This  classified  list  could  also  be  merged  with  the  Check  List  and  published  every  two  years  as  an  alternate  bulletin 
for  the  membership  list  which  is  also  published  every  two  years.  But  new  varieties  could  be  discussed  every  year.  After 
several  years  of  this  form  of  publicity  there  will  be  little  opposition  to  discarding  entirely  a goodly  portion  of  the  “Low  Merit” 
or  “Poor  Relation”  group.
